RAID MADE ON A LEVEE SHOP 


FOUR BAD NEGROES FINALLY 
PUT TO FLIGHT. 


Desperate Hand to Hand Struggle 
Which Luckily Resulted in Favor 
of the Brave Young Son 
and His Mother. 


Jacob Fingold, keeper of a second-hand 
store at 304 South Levee, and his aged moth- 
er, had a desperate struggle with four negro 
men in the former's place of business Tues- 
day morning, the fight culminating in the 
shooting and fatal wounding of ‘Nigger’ 
Tom, a steamboat roustabout, by young 
Fingold. 

The wounded man was removed to the 
City Hospital shortly after the shooting. 
Dr. Nietert said he could not survive the 
day. The bullet from  Fingold’s pistol 
passed through his head, entering the cen- 
ter of the forehead. Fingold was taken to 
the Four Courts, but was released after his 
story of the shooting was told. 

The men had entered the store shortly 


after 8 o'clock, pretending they wanted to 
buy some goods. They had not been there 
five minutes, Mrs. Fingold says, when they 
began to heip themse:ves to goous In Ln 
case and on the sheives. That caused the 
fight that resulted in the killing. 

One of the negroes took a pair of shoes 
from a box. Mrs. Fingold protested and or- 
dered him out. He replied in a manner thai 
indicated he would go only when he had 
collected what he thought would make him 
a good Chirstmas gift. She stepped in front 

f him to block his way. One of the other 

hree men, who were taking goods from all 
parts of the store, went over to her, and, 
catching her by the arm, tried to hurl her 
to the floor. She held to him. The negro to 
whom she had at first spoken picked up a 
0 Sy and drew back to bring it down on 
her head. 


Her Son Jacob 
Went to Her Rescue. 

She shouted for help and her. gon, 
Jacob, who was sleeping in a rear room, 
gat up in his bed stupefied by his sudden 
awakening. The other two negroes saw him 


and made a rush toward him. A case of 
revolvers was standing near his bed. One 
of the negroes smashed a hole in the glass 
and attempted to extract a loaded weapon. 
The other turned his attention to Fingold. 
He had a huge dirk, which he was trying 
to use, but Fingold parried his blows with 
his hands. 

The negro stopped his thrusts for a secon 
and Fingold took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to get his revolver, which was unde: 
hisephtiow. 

e other negroes saw the weapon gleam 
ing in his band and fied to the door, leav 
ing Mrs. Fingold on the fioor. She ha 
managed to shield herself behind one ef he 
assailtants and protect herself from th 
intended blows from the gun in the hands 
of the other. She was not hurt, but wa 
go excited that she lay on the floor anc 
shouted for help, making no effort to as- 
sist her son. who was in a death grappi 
with the only remaining negro.

‘Nigger Tom's” body. The dirk. with 
which the negro ‘had striven to kill Fingold 
vas grasped tightly in the wounded mans 
hand, 

No trace of the men who had entered the 
store with ‘‘Nigger Tom’ could be found. 
They disappeared completely when they 
saw the tide of battle turning against theng, 

Mrs. Fingold was greatly distressed when 
she learned her son must accompany Of- 

eer Flaherty to the Four Courts. She 
was afraid the negroes would return to 
wreck vengeance on her. For the peace of 
her mind, the neighboring shopkeepers pro- 
vided a guard for her until her son should 
return. . 

Four months ago Mrs. Fingold’s shop was 
visited by four negroes, supposed to be the 
same ones who assaulted her Tuesday. She 
ind her husband gave resistance to them 
and they set upon both of them and beat 
them into insensibility. Fingold died two 
months ago, and it ts thought the injuries 
received on that occasion were the cause 
of his death. 

“Nigger Tom” is not known by any other 
name. He was unconscious when picked up 
and could not give. his right name.

The “Life and Letters of Thomas H. Huxley,” by his son, 
Leonard Huxley, is a book full of encouragement for young 
men. 

Huxley had no education to speak of. That is, he was not 
“regularly” educated. He learned because he loved to know; 
therefore he learned much, and every scrap of knowledge he 
turned into deeds. 

Writing of this to Herbert Spencer in 1886, he said: “TI had 
two years of a pandemonium of a school (between 8 and 10) 
‘and’ after that neither help nor sympathy in any intellectual 
direction till I reached manhood. If I had had a father and 


djd about your training I might 
‘possibilities had he come under Jowett, ‘there is no knowing 
'to what eminence I might not have attained.’ ” 

It may be questioned whether Huxley would have been 
more eminent than he was had he receivedrthe training the 
lack of which he deplores. 

The lesson of his life is that he used the faculties given him, 
took advantage of his meager opportunities and achieved emi- 
mnence through his own force of character. The secret of 
euccéess is not in great advantages, but in the wise use of 
the talents and opportunities we have.

Six thousand tickets were 
distributed, but none will be turned away. Every inmate of 
the-city. instifutions had a turkey dinmer. On this last 
Christmas day of the Nimeteenth Century 15,000 persons 
were previded with Christmas cheer Dy the bounty of the 
Post-Dispatch and its readers. 

Christrnas giving is well. To enable all who desire*to par- 
take of the eood things of this season is a great work. It is 
something of which we may be glad as indicating an enor. 
mous advance in human sympathy. But the sharing of our 
Christmas good things is, after all, a temporary thing. To 
stop there is to close our eves to the realities of life. Desti- 
tution still prevails; the tide of human suffering has not been 
checked.

THE PROBLEM OF REMOUNTS 


BOERS CANNOT, BE BEATEN WITH 
FAST SOLDIERS. . 


Britons Profess Confidence in Kitchen- 
er’s Ability to Crush the Boers 
in Good Time. 


LONDON, Dec. 25.~The English Christ- 
mas comes this year with holly and mistle- 
but with the work in South Africa 
unfinished, but there is no sense of humili- 
ation in the unexpected reverses and no 
bewilderment over the holding up of the 
British army at the three points of attack 
4nd the failure to accomplish the relief of 
the starving garrisons, as was the 
year. The news from the theater of war is | 
meager and what there points to a 
gradual breaking down of resources in the 
Boer resistance. It is mainly a problem of | 
remounts and relays of The in- 
fantry cannot bring the war to a close by 
and in the 
chief towns. The Boer guerillas must be 
hunted down and this can be done only by 
supplying the mounted horse with droves 
of horses for riding hard and fast over the 
veldt. The war office has never been able 
to comprehend the necessity for purchasing 
horses on an unprecedented scale for oper- 
ation in South Africa. 

No intelligence has been received from 
Kitchener recently and private advices in- 
dicate that railway and telegraphic com- 
munication between Cape Town and the 
North has been suspended, partly by the 
operations of the Boer raiders end partly 
by the heavy rains, and this fact may ac- 
count for the silence of the wires. 

Considerable anxiety as to the situation 
in Cape Colony is still said to prevail in 
military circles n Cape Town, but here 
there is the fullest confidence in the abil- 
ity of Lord Kitchener, who is now on the 
spot, to crush the marauding commandoes.,. 
The Boers are not in sufficient strength to 
seriously interfere with the British lines of 
communication and damage that they 
may have done to railway und teiegraph 
lines will no doubt be quickly repaired.
